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Last month gave you recipe how 
operate and maintain quality Guernsey 
dairy farm. Now would like follow 
this recipe talking William 
Schnebly, family partner Crown Stone 
Farms, detail about how they improved 
their herd’s production nearly 3,000 
pounds milk just three short years. 


Journal: Please explain what you decided 
increase the production the herd. 


Schnebly: November 1993, after much 
discussion with our Purina representative 
and among ourselves here Crown Stone, 
was decided that six month trial ba- 
sis would switch grain mixes. had 
previously fed percent custom mix in- 
cluding shelled corn, barley, and Purina 
concentrate. For the six month trial period 
agreed feed commercial mix mar- 
keted Purina Super EXT (16 percent). 
This was the only change made our feed- 
ing program which also includes corn si- 
lage-haylage 50/50 mix, dry alfalfa and 
mixed hay. 


Journal: What goal goals were estab- 
lished when the decision was made 
change the feeding program? 


Schnebly: The two goals established when 
changing this Purina Super EXT were 
improve our herd’s body condition and get 
increase milk that was great enough 
pay for the increased cost this feed. 


Journal: When did you began see 
change? 


Schnebly: Within two weeks after the trial 
period began, began see increases 
milk from the cows almost all stages 
lactation. Body condition, which was moni- 
tored closely, improved dramatically and the 
herd average began steadily climb. 

October 1993, prior introduction 
Purina Super EXT the herd, our herd av- 
erage was 13,871M, 622F and 472P. After 
continuous steady climb, our herd aver- 
age peaked April 1996 16,982M, 765F 
and 573P. 


Journal: What side effects, any, did you 
experience from the rapid increase pro- 
duction? 


Schnebly: The significant side effects ex- 
perienced result the rapid increase 
production were increase our calv- 
ing interval from months months, 
increase services per conception from 
2.75 and increase days open prior 
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first breeding from days. 
Waiting longer breed cows was 
management decision, felt com- 
fortable allowing cows open longer 
when they where milking higher 
amounts than were accustomed to. 


Journal: Has been difficult main- 
tain the increase production? 


Schnebly: has been difficult 
maintain the higher production levels. 
April 1996, our rolling herd aver- 
age was 900 pounds milk and 
pounds fat less than the high water 
mark April 1995. Putting things 
perspective however, our herd aver- 
age still 2,100 pounds milk higher 
than when started using Purina 
Super EXT. 

With this leveling off production, 
have also experienced less breed- 
ing problems and have continued 
satisfied with our herds’ overall 
body condition. 


Journal: Has the increase production ac- 
tually made your farm more profitable? 


Schnebly: The increase production has 
definitely made our herd more profitable. 
are paying significantly more for feed, 
but this increase feed costs has been off- 
set the increase milk production. Also, 
believe the increased production has 
added the increased interest other 
breeders cows from our herd. much 
easier market animals with outstanding 
production well superior genetics. 


Journal: What advice would you give fel- 
low Guernsey breeders who are interested 
increasing the production their herd? 


Schnebly: Our advice other Guernsey 
breeders striving increase production 
would carefully monitor the body con- 
dition each cow your herd. Our Purina 
consultant convinced not only feed 
grain according production, but also body 
condition. have found that the cows that 
are the best condition will consistently 
better health-wise well production- 
wise. 

Secondly, feel that the genetics used 
the herd should the best available. This 
means using top proven bulls and also the 
top young sires available. Presently are 
using approximately 50% young sire semen 
our herd. 


Journal: What your current rolling herd 
average? 


Accurate record-keeping Crown Stone Farm 
has been important aspect improving pro- 
duction and reaching goals the Schneblys have 
set for the herd. 


Schnebly: 16,087M 4.6% 747F 3.3% 541P 


Journal: Now that you have accomplished 
this goal, what are the future goals for the 
dairy? 


Schnebly: Our goals for the future our 
herd have never really changed. are con- 
stantly striving breed cattle that will pro- 
duce consistently top levels over ex- 
tended period time. This means using the 
top genetics available breed cattle su- 
perior type that can maintain the longevity 
strive for; combined with increased pro- 
duction levels needed compete today’s 
dairy and Guernsey market. 

has always been important Crown 
Stone Farm keep the Guernsey cow com- 
petitive. approach the turn the cen- 
tury, this continues our goal because 
our love working with Guernseys.

armers, whether producers soy 
fish Guernsey milk, realize

less than five minutes, four generations 
hard work and dedication Kentucky 
family were broken and ripped apart.

prices and dairy product prices. Farm- 
gate milk prices are lagging behind feed 
costs which leading fewer cow’s and 
lower milk production. That turn creates 
shortage milk just when demand for 
dairy products increasing. result, 
prices for cheese, butter and even nonfat dry 
milk are escalating.

Corn Prices 

The price No. yellow corn Kansas 
City rose percent from $2.97 per bushel 
September 1995 $4.02 March 1996. 
USDA also reports that the cost dairy feed 
with percent protein rose percent be- 
tween April 1995 and April 1996. USDA’s 
World Board projecting that corn ending 
stocks will decline mere 317 million 
bushels the end August compared 
1.6 billion bushels the year before. USDA 
currently projects corn production for the 
coming 1996/97 marketing year, beginning 
Sept. will percent from this year 
and corn prices will average cents per 
bushel below this year. However, pro- 
duction higher than what USDA projects, 
corn prices will therefore will lower. 


Dairy Prices and Production 

Dairy markets are up, reflecting both 
shortage milk and strong demand. Cheese 
prices for pound blocks the NCE 
jumped from $1.43 per pound April 
$1.49 May. Grade butter prices jumped 
cents per pound the Chicago Mercan- 
tile Exchange per pound the third 
week May. And, even nonfat dry milk 
rose over three cents per pound Central 
States $1.1375 per pound. 

Commercial disappearance over the pe- 
riod December 1995 February 1996 
showed strong growth sales. Butter was 
8.3 percent, American cheese 4.1 per- 
cent, and nonfat dry milk was 13.5 per- 
cent. Other cheese (mostly Italian) and fluid 
milk showed weaker consumption, just 
1.5 and 0.6 percent respectively. 

The March cold storage resort sent mixed 
messages. Butter stocks were down 34.7 
percent relative year ago. While Ameri- 
can cheese was 6.9 percent, other cheese 
was down 6.4 percent. 

The March dairy production report, how- 
ever, put things into perspective. Milk 
being diverted from butter and powder pro-

duction into cheese. Total cheese produc- 
tion March was percent over year 
ago and percent over February. Butter and 
nonfat dry milk production, however was 
down percent and percent, respectively, 
from year ago. 

April milk production was down slightly 
from year ago 11.5 billion pounds. The 
number milking cows farms se- 
lect states was down slightly from year 
ago less than million head. Only Cali- 
fornia, the Northeast and Texas had any sig- 
nificant increases milk production 
April. was down 6.2 percent; Wash- 
ington was down 3.1 percent and Ohio was 
down 2.2 percent. 

April mailbox milk prices may not have 
gone much most producers had ex- 
pected. That’s because the Class milk price 
used the farm-gate price calculation was 
based formula using February’s Basic 
Formula Price (BFP). short, look for 
farm-gate prices “catch up” and start 
show real strength over the next several 
months. I’m predicting the BFP range 
between $13.40 and $13.60 per hundred- 
weight for the next six months. Also, two 
the nations largest dairy cooperatives, 
Mid-America Dairymen Inc. and Associated 
Milk Producers, Inc., are working together 
assess one dollar per cwt. surcharge 
bottled milk sold the Southeast and South- 
ern Plains. That surcharge provide 
dairy farmers immediate relief for high feed 
costs. Farm-gate milk prices will finally 
begin rise.

The June contract 
the Coffee, Sugar and Cocoa Exchange, 
(CSCE) rose from $12.50 per cwt April 
$14.50 May 21. What even more 
surprising that the settlement prices for 
three contracts (June, August and October) 
were all $14.50 per cwt May 21. Open 
interest these contracts still light, just 
contracts for June, 125 for August and 
119 for October. Market fundamentals and 
concern over future milk supplies are driv- 
ing these prices higher. The market obvi- 
ously does not see significantly lower milk 
prices until next year. 

The June cheese contract the CSCE 
generally rose with cash markets 
from$1.325 per pound April $1.468 
May then faltered bit, falling 
$1.38 before rising $1.45 May 21. The 
cheese futures not reflecting much indus- 
try participation. Open interest May 
ranged from for outer contracts. The 
limited participants the cheese futures 
may have felt that cheese supplies were 
adequate, but eventually followed the cash 
market up. The cheese market reflecting 
fear over future cheese supplies. tight 
milk supply will result intense competi- 
tion between cheese processors, ice cream 
processors and butter/powder plants. 

The cheese and fluid milk futures appears 
rising lock step with the grain fu- 
tures. Assuming the weather cooperates and 
get good spring planting, may be- 
gin see cheese and fluid futures plateau. 
High feed costs are putting significant cash 
flow strain most dairy producers. good 
fall harvest should help ease feed prices and 
milk prices.

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Heat Stress... 
What do?

eat stress conditions hit full blast 
early May. The fact that have 

had very cool and mild spring has 
caused even greater impact. Cattle and 
other livestock, (humans too) begin suf- 
fer from the effects high temperature and 
humidity when the Temperature Humidity 
Index exceeds 72. 

Signs heat stress are observed when the 
THI exceeds 72. observed that lower 
humidities (30%) that the zone covers 
wider range temperature than higher 
humidities. Research Georgia indicates 
that the average THI during the period from 
June through October may never get much 
below THI 72. 

Data obtained survey Georgia 
DHIA herds conducted Dr. Jim Smith, 
shows that herds fed forage free stall barns 
produced 3,181 pounds more milk than herds 
that feed forage outside. This increased milk 
production amounts $445 with milk priced 
$14 per hundred. Also, herds with 
freestalls produced significantly more milk 
fat and protein and had significantly lower 
somatic cell count scores. 200 cow herd, 
445 dollars difference would generate 
$89,000 more per year pay for free stall 
facilities. Most estimates indicate payback 
about three years. 

Cows react heat stress reducing feed 
intake, increasing water intake, standing 
rather than lying, seeking shade, seeking wet 
areas, increasing body temperature and res- 
piration rates. These actions help either 
reduce the heat load increase release 
heat the environment. Many these things 
have negative impact milk production. 
common for cows reduce feed in- 
take 15-20 percent for cows consuming 
pounds dry matter before heat stress. 
This amount feed may sufficient 
cause 15-20 percent more reduction 
milk production. The following are some 
options that may help reduce the impact 
heat stress. 

Frequent feeding 

Provide shade 

Use fans and sprinklers 

Increase energy and protein density the 
ration 

Milk smaller groups 

Restrict grazing night 

Provide plenty cool, clean water 

Use high quality forage 

Economic data indicate that long term in-

Feeding Options

ith corn prices being near 
record levels, may wise 
reconsider some your feeding 


options. you had good corn silage crop 
last year, you may have some extra that could 
used supplement dry cows and replace- 
ments. 

Normally corn silage with acid detergent 
fibers ranging from percent will 
have about one-half the dry matter ear 
(cob and kernel). Using this assumption, 
pounds corn silage would supply four 
pounds ear corn dry matter (20 .40 
.50 4). This can replace equal 
amount corn grain. Now the time 
maximize the use your home grown si- 
lage. Also barley harvested soft dough 


silage this spring can used supply some 
the energy needs the dairy herd. 

Another option wait and harvest the 
barley grain and use replacement for 
corn the ration. Pasture can cheap 
source nutrients for all classes animals, 
and managed correctly, can supply most 
the nutrient needs dry cows and re- 
placement heifers. With lactating dairy cows 
intensively managed pasture, may 
possible feed less feed grains complete 
concentrates and maintain less feed grains 
complete concentrates and maintain milk 
flow. For instance, may possible feed 
4:1 even 5:1 milk concentrate ratio 
opposed more typical 3:1. Other op- 
tions may available for replacing some 
corn the diet, but high producing dairy 
cows should given first priority for the 
purchased corn.
